A VISIT TO THE NYHORN. 

Last week was the dullest, as far as 
foreign shipping is concerned, which has 
been experienced in the Liffey this year. 
Even the arrival of the Nyhorn, a fine Nor- 
wegian motor-ship, of 2,732 tons register, did 
not rob Alexandra Basin of its desolate ap- 

earance. The Nyhorn came from  Port- 
and, Oregon, with about 8,000 tons of gene- 
ral cargo for Dublin, and remained in port 
throughrout the week. She is a twin-screw 
vessel, belonging to Hangesund, and is 
under the command of Captain Ammundsen. 

The stevedores ‘were discharging the flour 
portion of the cargo in a strong gale when 
our Correspondent clambered up the gang- 
way. Despite his haste along the deck to- 
wards the bridge section, he looked rather 
white faced when he knocked at the saloon 
door, which, incidentally, was marked with 
the name, *‘ Hall.’’ Captain Ammundsen 
was ' at home,” and, politely ignoring the 
pale appearance of his visitor, welcomed him 
with the graciousness which one usually finds 
on board yessels of foreign nationality.

FOR THOSE IN PERIL ON SHORE. 

Many of us, through the succession of gales 
which have raged during the past week, 
thought of those who were at sea. As 
islanders we realise how utterly dependent 
we are upon the men of the Mercantile 
Marine for our simplest needs. The fruit 
upon the table, were it able to speak, could 
tell, perhaps, of a two days’ “ heave to ’’ in 
a monstrous, foam-streaked sea in the Bay 
of Biscay, where men struggled, in imminent 
risk of being washed overboard, to secure a 
shifting deck cargo. The coal in our grate 
is there, perhaps, through the supreme 
efforts, during a gale, made by the crew of 
a collier to prevent their little vessel from 
being hurled on some devil’s cauldron of 
rocks rising grey and naked above the water. 

Strange although it may seem, it is the 
officers of the Mercantile Marine on shore 
who are in greater need, at present, not only 
of our thoughts, but of our assistance. The 
distress among these men and their families, 
through unemployment, is without precedent. 
They do not come within the scope of in- 
surance relief or pension, and many of them 
are faced with complete penury. The 
Morcantile Marine Masters’ and Officers’ 
Relief Fund, administered by the Shipping 
Federation, “an no longer hope to alleviate 
the sufferings of these men without financial 
assistance.

PROMISE OF A GREAT 
GATHERING. 


The Tailteann Games of 1932 will be held 
in Dublin from June 29th until the 10th of 
July. The syllabus of the Games has been 
issued in a booklet of 78 pages. which in- 
cludes complete particulars of al] the com- 
petitions, preceded by three interesting 
articles—one on the origin of the Games, the 
other two being historical accounts of the 
Acnachs of 1924 and 1928. 

Lugh of the Long Hand, Ard Ri of Eire. 
instituted the Games in honour of Queen 
Tailta, who had adopted him as her son and 
successor in the Chieftainship of the Irish 
hosts. The Games continued to be celebrated 
under royal patronage until the Norman in- 
vasion of Ireland. ith declining interest, 
they were celebrated in some form eve 
four years by the influence of popular tradh- 
tion through all the disturbed centuries of 
Irish history, indeed as long as Ireland was 
identifiable as a nation. After the Act of 
Union with Great Britain even the decadent 
“ Tailteann Fair’’ ceased to be held. The 


the first manifestations of the resurgeance 
of the national spirit which arose out 
of the signing of the Treaty of 1921 
between Ireland and Great Britain. Im- 
mediately the Games were bethought of 
and preparations begun. In 1924 they were 
revived with phenomenal success, consideri 
all the unrest of the two preceding years. 
There were 6,500 competitors at the 1924 
festival. They included athletes and others 
from all the countries where the Irish race 
is represented, for descendants of Irishmen, 
wherever they may live, are welcomed to 
the homeland under the rules -of Aonach 
Tailteann.

The Railway Crisis. 


At last the stockholders of the Great 
Southern. Railways are alive to the almost 
desperate nlight of their property, and 
recognise ile need of action. The facts 
which were unfolded at their meeting in 


| Dublin yesterday prove that, if the rail- 


ways are to be saved at all, they must be 
saved quickly. Receipts have fallen 
at an increasing rate during the 
last three years; in 1931 the decline was 
£315,000, and the first fortnight of the 
present year shows a loss of £21,853. 
Where there are no receipts there can be 
no dividends. The interim dividend on 
the company’s Preference Stock has been 
stopped, and the Ordinary dividend, now 
a melancholy satire on its former self, 
“oon must cease to exist. The value of 
the Ordinary Stock has declined from 
eight millions to one million. This danger 
has three aspects. In the first place, the 
ruin of the Free State railwyys must 
involve the ruin of thousands of Irish 
families, whose personal or ancestral 
savings are invested in the. company's 
stocks. It was stated at yesterday’s ux<t- 
ing that twelve thousand persons held 
stocks valued at five hundred pounds or 
less, and the small investor must be the 
most hardly hit. In the next plac, the 
closing of the railways would throw 
thirteen thousand workers—representing 
the livelihood of some sixty-five thousand 
persons—out of employment. Finally, the 
closing of the railways would be a truly; 
national disaster; for the country’s main 
industry of agriculture depends upon 
them. 

Nationalisation could not save the Irish 
railways, since it .wodld not affect the 
cause of their decay. As everybody knows, 
that cause is threefold. It consists in 
the unchecked competition of road traffic, 
the shackling of the railways by legal 
restrictions which make that competition 
grossly unfair to them, and the crushing 
wages bills which are the legacy of an 
abnormal period in the world’s affairs. 
The railways’ brave struggle has been 
supported by hopes of relief from these 
afflictions, but now they are thrown back 
into the depths ; for the new Railways Bill 
has proved to be a bitter disappointment. 
The bill retains most of those restrictions 
on railway traffic which were justified 
only by the monopoly that the railway: 
once enjoyed. While it gives no free hand 
to the railways, it leaves the motor traffic 
of the roads perfectly free to compete with 
them in all forms of trade. A railway 
carriage must be scrupulously clean; a 
private trader's lorry may be un 
scrupulously foul. The railway company 
must convey its goods by character and 
classes; the private trader may heap any 
conglomeration of discordant wares into a 
single van. In some respects the bill 
actually impairs the company’s position. 
Hitherto the railways have been free to 
close unproiitable. branch lines, but hence- 
forward the fate of any such line will lie 
in the discretion of the Minister. In effect, 
the new bill confronts the shareholders 
and the company with an _ unrelieved 
prospect of decline, ending in a nationa! 
crisis of the first order. 

The railways demand special 
privilege. Their simple claim is freedom 
and fair play—‘‘a clean hearth and the 
rigour of the game.” Since the Govern- 
ment has failed them, they must strive 
now to enlist the force of public opinion.

new invention during the last generation 
appears to have increased the initiative of 
the criminal. Lord Trenchard’s intention 
to watch undesirable clubs must be wel- 
comed. Such haunts act as clearing- 
houses of information and ill-gotten goods 
among “ crooks.”’ Often, moreover, they 
serve as retreats for ‘‘ wanted”  in- 
dividuals. Indeed, it is something of a 
shock to learn that a continuous watch has 
not always been kept upon them. No 
doubt, however, this omission has been due 
to the multifarious additions to constabu- 
lary duty, caused by the intense anxiety of 
the authorities to ensure that cars are not 
parked in the wrong place. We do not 
belittle the importance of such matters, 
but it cannot be denied that professional 
criminals have profited much by the 
absorption of the police in the regulating 
of the comparatively virtuous citizen. Now 
at last the police are returning to their 
primary work—the prevention and detec- 
tion of crime. The horrid example of 
certain American cities—in Memphis, 
Tennessee, the tally of murders is 58.8 for 
every 100,000 of the population—is a warn- 
ing of what awaits the community that 
allows the malefactor to obtain the upper 
hand. Already in London criminals have 
begun to display an alarming boldness, 
and it is good to hear that their shrift now 
will be short. 


Northern Farming. 


Shipbuilding and the limen trade have 
become associated so intimately with the 
name of Northern Ireland that the average 
man is apt to forget the importance of the 


Six Counties. Agriculture is by fa: the 
greatest industry in the North, as it is in 
of Ireland, and since the 
Northern Government was established it 
has developed very considerably. The 
annual meeting of the Ulster Agricultural 
Organisation Society was held yesterday 
in Belfast, when a telegram was sent to 
Sir Horace Plunkett wishing him speedy 
recovery from his illness. The president, 
Mr. Harold Barbour, was able to give an 
encouraging review of the agricultural 
situation in the province. He told his 
audience that there had been a marked 
and continuous improvement in Northern 
butter during the last five years, and 
especially during the last two years. when 
a very high standard was reached. The 
Dairy Produce Act of 1931 has shown ex- 
cellent results. Virtually all the output of 
Northern creameries is .old in the Six 
Counties, and the price of home-produced 
butter last year, compared with that of 
supplies from other countries, reached a 
higher level than ever had been reached 
previously. More than 25,000 boxes ol 
native butter were sold in the province—a 
fact which, in Mr. Barbour’s view, is 
highly encouraging. The co-operative 
movement in the North seems to be in a 
flourishing condition. There are 120 co- 
operative societies, representing 20,000 
farmers, and, in view of the fact that 86 
per cent. of the Northern holdings are 
less than fifty acres, the importance of 
co-operation cannot be over-estimated. 
Northern Ireland is developing a sound 
agricultural economy under the able 
guidance of Sir Edward Archdale, who 
vields nothing to Mr. Hogan in energy 
and enterprise. Ireland is fortunate in 
her two agricultural Ministers. What a 
difference it would make if they were 
working in double harness ! |

SALMON IN THE LIFFEY. 

TO THE EDITOR OF THE TRISH TIMES. 

Str,—Your correspondent, Mr. F. A. Shore, 
in last Gach issue of ie vo á sar 
brings up several matters great intere 
for A bhan on the Liffey. We shall all be 

lad of the introduction of ova from a dif- 
areal type of fish for the Liffey, apart from 
their ultimate destination, on understand- 
ing that something is better than nothing at 
alt It is acknowledged that salmon b in 
a river return in later years to the same 
river to spawn, It is this fact that has 
enabled the Liffey salmon to be crossed with 
a short and thicker type of fish (such as the 
Boyne salmon), and we now see the benefits 
of this crossing, as the old type of long, thin 
salmon, averaging about twe re pounds has 
disappeared, and is now rep'aced by a type 
of medium length, finely proportioned, plamp 
fish, averaging about eighteen pounds weight. 
Here I might mention that a prize offered 
yearly to salmon anglers on the Liffey has 
been carried off by the capture of a salmon 
weighing over t~enty-seven pounds, and this 
was run closly by another weighing over 
twenty-six rounds. ‘ 

The matter of fish-passes is of old stand- 
ing, especially that at Island Bridge. I would 
suggest that anglers and riparian owners 
combine to approach the Minister for 
Fisheries and point out that they are not 
getting a fair or legitimate number of fish 
to their waters for the money they pay in 
rates and licence fees. I would even suggest 
a going round with the hat to put up a sum 
for the proper reconstruction of salmon- 
passes. 

Primarily through the instrumentality of 
active members of the Dublin Salmon 
Anglers’ Association, a lot has been done to 
improve the salmon fishing in the Liffey. The 
iron gratings that had been on the ‘* Island 
Bridge weir sluice gates’’ have been re- 
moved altogether, thereby giving the salmon 
a clear run through, should the sluice gates 
be opened at any time. Referring to inten- 
sive netting, I cannot understand why, if it 
is detrimental to the river as a salmon river, 
the fishery authorities do not take the pre- 
caution of confining netting in the river to, 
say, two days a week. That would give the 
river a chance of stocking, should the freshes 
occur during the prohibited periods.—Yours, 
etc, ..

NIGHT FLYING 
OPERATIONS. 


FREF. STATE AIR CORPS’ 
NEW FLOODLIGHT. 


——— 


The high-power floodlight for the. Free 
State Army Air Corps has now been delivered 
a: Baldonnel Aerodrome. where it will under- 
go tests at the end of this week. 

This ftivodlight, which is mounted on a 
motor tractor, will be used to illuminate the 
entire aerodrome when night flying operations 
are being. carried out, making it possible íor 
aeroplanes to land in safety. 

Red obstruction lights were fixed on the 
roofs of the hangars some time ago, and it is 
likely that other buildings m the vicinity of 
the aerodrome, that are likely to prove 
dangerous to low-flying aircraft, will be 
similarly marked before night-flying is com 
menced. : 

The imauguration of night-flying in the 
Free State wil now make it possible for 
civilian pilots to undergo their complete 
courses of training for the “B”’ or com- 
mercial pilots’ licence at Baldonnel. Hitherto 
ellots who wished to have ** B “” licences, that 
were valid in Great Britain and other 
counties. had to go to England to complete 
their training and obtain British Air Ministry 
licences.

The Imperial Conference.

Conference will be able to meet before 
June or July, as it has been found im- 
possible to arrange for the assembly of 
the representatives of the Dominions 
together before that time, even though 
there are substantial reasons why the 
gathering ought to be expedited. Pre 
parations for the holding of the Con- 
ference in Ottawa are being continued, 
and it will take place there provided that 
the British Ministers are able to leave 
London ; and, as far as this point is con- 
cerned, I learn that there is no reason 
to suppose that they will not be able to 
attend. As a preliminary to the Con- 
ference a number of representatives from 
the Dominion Governments shortly are to 
meet here with the idea of discussing 
subjects which will be submitted to the 
Conference, and the British Trade (om 
missioners are being asked to co-operate 
in this search for information. 


Unemployment Insurance Pay. 


Figures issued by the Ministry of 
Labour, regarding dole abuses, show that 
those members who have  repeated!y 
raised the question in the House of (om- 
mons have been amply justified. In the 
course of eleven weeks, out of 185,265 
eases reviewed by the referees. nu {ewer 
than 154.611 were rejected, and, of these, 
134,089 were cases where married women 
were taking unemployment pay. |» 
another 77, cases reviewed. it was dls 
covered that the applicants were in pos 
session of means which did not justily a 
claim. ‘These decisions mean an immense 
saving to the Unemployment Insurance 
Fund, and it is noteworthy that the re 
ferees are convinced that no real hard- 
ship has been inflicted by the withdrawal 
of the dole. It is the design of the 
Treasury to save between ten and twelve 
millions a year on unemployment pay, 
and its sa of success appesr to he 
good. removal of over two hundred 
thousand people a week from the p@’ 
roll in itself must account for a creat re- 
duction in expenditure.

WASHINGTON, Tuesday. 
LAVAL’S latest moratorium over- 

+ ture finds no encouragement here. 
The United States Government is expected 
to inform the French Premier that a 
settlement must be sought in Europe. 

It is repeated once again that the 
United States view is that reparations 
and debts are not related, 

Suggestions for forming a united front 
of debtors against the United States are 
regarded as illogical. It is agreed that 
some debtors may be unable to pay in full 
at present,. but it is declared that these 
are matters for individual consideration, 
on which it is impossible to make general 
commitments in advance. : 

Mr. Edge, the United States Ambassador 
to France, forwarded a report of the con- 
versation that he had with M. Laval to 
the State Department, and has so far 
received no formal reply. 
time he has been able to indicate to M. 
Laval the state of public and he 
opinion in the United States, which, as 
Congress ruled, is against a renewal of 
the Hoover moratorium. 

DE FACTO EXTENSION. 

Mr. Edge pointed out that, as no Allied 
pavments to the United States are duc 
before December 15th there will be a de 
fucto five and a half months’ extension 
of the moratorium until that date. 

Moreover, the United States Presidential 
election will have taken place in November, 
and the subsequent American attitude will, 
doubtless, be influenced by the result. 

The American man-in-the-street is getting 
ready to shout ‘‘ To hell with Europe,” 
according to the opinion of some observers, 
who profess to see signs that disgust with 
the apparent inability of Europe to settle 
internecine feuds, combined with irrita- 
tion at the little thanks and much abuse 
of the United States which followed what 
the average American considers - the 
generous gift of the moratorium, is pro- 
ducing among many Americans the same 
sense of disillusionment as that which 
followed the War, and is resulting in a 
wave of feeling against foreign entangle- 
ments. 

An extreme example of this view was 
expressed by one Congressman, who said: 
“We seem to be hated by most of the 
world anyway, so let us build a navy that 
can whip any other.”’ 

This, of course, is an exceptional view, 
but the idea that the United States should 
find its own way out of the depression 
regardless of Europe appears to be gain- 
ing ground, and, so far as debts are con- 
cerned, there seems to be an impression 
that most debtors, especially France, can 
pay if they cut armaments. 


SYMPATHY WITH BRITAIN. 
There appears, however, to be consider- 
able sympathy with Great. Britain, largely 
as a result of her attempt to pay her 
debts without “ jibbing,’’ combined with 
a recognition of the extra burden caused 
by the fall in sterling. i 
The main protagonists of inter- 
nationalism appear at present to be the 
biz bankers, but they are in bad odour 
with the public as a result of the revela- 
tions before the Senate Committee in con- 
nection with the foreign bond flotations.,

STRIRING AT FRANCE'S

SERIOUS UNREST 


The crisis, the declaration affirms, has 
iven birth to a number of systems, 
ounded rather on the imagination of 
theorists than on the reality of facts. 

.The world, unfortunately, hails with too 
much favour theories which bring it a 
panacea without penance. The cancella- 
tion of reparations and war debts would 
be an emanation of this mental attitude. 

“ We could not accept for the future 
solutions’ which, powerless to solve the 
crisis, strike -France in her essential! inte- 
rest and in her rights, affirmed by freely- 
concluded treaties. We shall not allow 
our rights to reparations to be prescribed. 

“We are asked to discharge our 
debtors. We have a double duty to fulfil: 
Towards the generation which has gone 
through the War, a duty of probity, to 
sacrifice nothing of our credit without a 
correlative remission on our own debts ; 
towards the future generation, a duty of 
prudence, to subordinate an agreement to 
a just balance of the conditions of produc- 


tion and existence.

“ This balance would be if 
after the crisis the disproportion of the 
financial or fiscal burdens placed us in 
a position of definite inferiority in inter- 
national competition, 

‘The Government, in all the negotia- 
tions which it will have to conduct in

War debts to the period of economic de- 
pression, will continue strictly to obey 
these fundamental principles, which the 
French Government has always ap- 
proved.” 

' On disarmament the declaration states: 
“The policy of France has been defined 
by the memorandum of July 14th last.

TO ORGANISE PEACE, 


“It would be a mistake to expect 
France to abandon these principles out 
of weakness or lassitude. Her determina- 
tion to organise peace excludes both at 
once. 

“We remain persuaded that, on essen- 
tials on the eve of important international 
negotiations, those whom we regret not 
to see at our side fundamentally share 
our opinion.’ 

The Chamber and public galleries were 
packed, and as the Prime Minister 
ascended the Tribune to read his state- 
ment he was greeted with Opposition cries 
of ‘“ Briand! Briand!’ which were 
quickly drowned by Ministerial cheers. 

The mention of M. Briand’s name in 
the Ministerial declaration brought forth 
a storm of cheers from all parts of the 
House. 

The first shots from the O ition were 
fired by the Socialists. M. Frossard, de- 
ploring the absence of M. Briand from th» 
Government, declared, “ You have got rid 
of him. and you can now show your true 
colours. You are reactionaries. How can 
you carry on a policy of peace?’’ 

M. Léon Blam followed, and called on 
the Government to give a clear definition 
of its foreign policy.

HOW DAIL DISSOLUTION. 


MAY INTERFERE. 


By Our PoLITICAL CORRESPONDENT, 
HEN the Free State Senate meets 
to-day 1t will proceed to consider 
the Order Paper as already prepared not- 
withstanding the possibility that the Dail 
may be dissolved before the discussion. of 
the several bills has been concluded. 

In the event of dissolution, of course. 
the Senate would immediately stand 
adjourned until such time as the new Dail 
were elected. 

The first business on the paper will be 
the motion of Senator Wilson to appoint 
Senator M. F. O'Hanlon as Vice-Chairman 
of the Senate. After this there are three 
bills for second reading—namely, the Road 
Transport Bill, the Railways (Miscel- 
laneous) Bill, and the Pensions Books 
(Prohibition of Alienation) Bill. 

Experts in parliamentary procedure are 
discussing what may happen to these bills, 
and whether the work of the Senate with 
regard to them may be reudered nugatory. 
It is, of course, quite clear that if these 
bills are put through all stages and no 
amendments are made in committee or 
report stages, they can be sent at once for 
the Governor-General’s signature. 


THE FATE OF THE BILLS. 


If, on the other hand, changes are made, 
and, as seems certain. the Dail is not 
again convened before dissolution, the fate 
of the bills appears to be debatable. In 
so far as the Lower House is concerned, 
it seems that a resolution of the new Dail 
passed after opportunity for full debate 
can be regarded as a re-passing of such 
bills through that House, It is stated, 
however, that no such provision is avail- 
able in respect of the Senate, and that 
consequently all stages must be taken 
again de novo. If this is correct, the 
Senate will undertake its work to-day in a 
spirit of uncertainty, 

The difficulty appears to be that, if 
any communication were made to the 


Senate on the subject, it could hardly 


avoid by inference indicating very closely 
the date upon which the Government pro- 
pose to dissolve. If, on the other hand, 
nothing is communicated, it will be inter- 
preted as suggesting that it is not intended 
to dissulve until the end of next week, 

Clearly, the hope of the Government is 
that all three bills will pass the Senate 
without amendment and within the period 
indicated. As against this there is an im- 
pression that quite a large number of 
amendments will be put forward for the 
Committee stage, particularly with regard 
to the Railways and Transport Bills, and 
that it is very improbable that all of them 
will be defeated.

RUSSIAN TIMBER. 


In a leading article The Times states : ~- 
The Dominions Office and the Board of 
Trade spent most of yesterday in consider- 
ing the situation created by the. negotia- 
tions of a group of timber importers to 
purchase a large quantity of Russian 
timber, and the representations on this 
subject made by the timber industry, in 
British Columbia. Mr. Thomas sent a 
re last night to Mr. Ferguson. No 
oficial statement has been issued by 
either of the Government Departments or 
by the timber merchants, but the facts 
of the case have been set out in the cor- 
respondence columns of this journal dur- 
ing the past few days, and have not been 
contradicted. 

It is understood, in short, that the 
Central Softwood Buying Corporation, 
Ltd., is discussing a contract with the 
Soviet authorities for the purchase of be- 
tween 400,000 and 500,000 standards of 
Russian timber, at a price with which it 
is impossible for free labour to compete, 
and it has been claimed that the con- 
tract, if concluded, will practically ruin 
the timber industry in Scandinavia, and 
will inflict a serious set-back on the 
growing trade tn Western Canada. It is 
further alleged that, in order to facili- 
tate the transaction, approaches have 
been made to the British Government to 
induce them to give some sort of under- 
taking that there would be no tariffs or 
preferences to the Dominions which would 
interfere with the fulfilment of the con- 
tract. That allegation seems incredible. 
Any such undertaking, however informa], 
would clearly be out of harmony with the 
spirit in which the Government are pre- 
paring for the Ottawa Conference. 


A WORLD PROBLEM. 

Important as are the issues raised by 
the proposed timber contract, adds 
The Times, they are only part of a much 
larger question, which the British 
Government, and other Governments as 
well, will have to face in the near future, 
if our economic life is to be saved from 
a very serious danger. 
There are various opinions about the Five 
Years’ Plan and about the degree in which 
it is succeeding or failing, but on one 
point there is, and can be, no difference 
oe ene The organisation of the whole 
production and commerce of Russia under 
the contre! of a single monopoly confronts 
the rest of the world with a problem of 
unparalleled magnitude, With the natural 
resources of one-sixth of the eagth’s 
surface to exploit, with a populatioh of 
many millions of the most patient and 
long-suffering people in the world to 
‘supply labour, with an oligarchical 
Government, absolutely ruthless in their 
treatment of this labour and of every 
one who stands in their way, the directors 
of this monopoly constitute a force in the 
world’s: markets with which individual 
producers and traders must prove utterly 
unable to cope.

N extensiva pig trader, when ques- 
tioned as to possible developments in 
the pig-breeding industry as a result of the 
recently-impose! tariff on imported bacon, 
was not optimistic. The dislocation caused 
by its sudden imposition, he said, natur- 
ally had led to a temporary shortage and 
rising prices, not only of stocks in 
merchants’ and retailers’ hands, but also 
of pigs 1.early ready for killing. With 
this temporary factor out of the way, 
therefore. it is obvious that merchants will 
immediately set about securing supplies of 
cheap bacon to meet the demands of their 
poorer customers. 

The first source of supply wil’ be the 
Six Counties, the farmers of which will 
naturally be pleased to get the few 
shillings per cwt. While the Six Counties 
are part of Ireland it would be regrettable 
to see developing in the Free State a taste 
for the class of bacon produced there. 
Not alone is the type of pig in Northern 
Ireland of a class unsuitable for making 
the best bacon, but it often runs.to a 
weight which makes it exceedingly difficult 
‘to prepare an attractive side of bacon. In

two respects, however, this trade has its 
advantages. It can be cured “ hard,” and 
in this way can go out to the smaller 
retailers and keep for the same length of 
time as American cuts, which are of some- 
what similar description—i.e., staut and 
fat. Therefore, if the Irish Free State 
bacon trade as a whole is to improve, 
farmers would probably do much better to 
keep to the type of pig and the standards 
set as regards weight by the Southern 
bacon curers. 


COLONIAL BACON, 

The second form of competition will 
come from the Colonies, whose bacon, as 
in the case of Northern Ireland, will come 
into the Irish Free State free of duty. The 
first effect will doubtless be a return to 
the taste for Canadian bacon, These sides 
were very popular both for boiling and for 
rashers until some years ago. when 
Canadian supplies were influenced by 
developments elsewhere. It is more than 
probable that before long the Irich Free 
State will experience severe competition 
in this direction. 

It has also to be noted that there is no 
financial restriction on bacon cured in 
England coming into this country. English 
pig-raisers have been just as badly hit by 
the world slump in prices as those in this 
country, and it 1s inevitable that English 
curers will divert a proportion of their 
supplies to this country if the return from 
Free State retailers is better than that 
which they can get at home. 

It would, therefore, seem that there is 
really no protection for Free State pig- 
breeders except in so far as the-tariff cuts 
out of competition some of the chea 
Polish, Argentine and other bacons which 
have been dragging down the price of every 
description of produce, both in Great 
Britain and Ireland. It will be seen from 
these notes that the protection and 
development of the pig-raising industry is 
not so simple a matter as it appears.

It was a most unfortunate circumstance 
that the general public seemed to regard 
railway companies, tramway companies, 
and insurance companies as gold mines, 
and as attractive targets for attack at 
every point. Obligations, charges, 
damages, compensations, pensions und 
wages were all imposed. sought and levied 
on a grand scale; and the railways, while 
they enjoyed no monopoly whatsoever as 
carriers, could not move hand or foot in 
any direction without the leave of the 
Railway Tribunal or the Government, and 
every step taken involved them in a con- 
siderable amount of expense and great loss 
of valuable time on the part of their lead 
ing officials. The Tribunal cost the rail- 
ways many thousands a year; over £20,00) 
had already gone in hard cash. 


STATE AND PROPRIETORS. 


The principal duty of the Tribunal was 
to tix standard charges so as to produce 
an annual net revenue equivalent to the 
average annual aggregate net revenue for 
the three years of account ended next 
before the Ist January, 1914, cf the amal- 
camating companies and the absorbed com- 
panies.

The 
railways were denied the right to compete 
on fair and reasonable lines, and at the 
same time they had to pay wages woe 
on them by the Government of tormer 
times which were absolutely out of date sn 
far as present. values were concern 


FACED WITH DISASTER. 


It was up to them as shareholders, 
whose property was in the melting-pot, to 
let it be known what their plight was, 
and that they were not oblivious of tha 
fact that they were faced with financial 
disaster on a wide and ruinous scale. The 
railways submitted to the Dail certain 
amendments for consideration, but these 
amendments, he submitted, had not met 
with the success they deserved.

tapped in respect of passengers and goods 
by every Tom, Dick and Harry who came 
along to invade their trade by hired ‘bus 
or lorry or otherwise. These irresponsible 
parties enjoyed complete immunity in 
many important respects. They needed 
only a small staff, they paid a normal rate 
of wages, they had no permanent way to 
maintain, they had no rates to pay, they 
had no railway stations to keep up, they 
had no unremunerative lines to run com- 
pulsorily, they were under little or no 
control, 


HEAVY LOSSES. 


The railways were a basic industry and 
asset to the State, and it was up to the 
State to see that this absolutely indispens- 
able asset did not completely collapse 
within a short period through State- 
imposed burdens and unfair competition. 
The railway shrinkage in trade receipts 
was simply gigantic. The decrease in 
traffic for 1929 was over £140,000; for 1930 
over £176,000, and for 1931 over £315.000. 
As against this, certain savings had been 
effected, but railways could not continue 
to exist or thrive on savings or economies 
pure and simple. Their property appeared 
to be melting away slowly and surely. 
Their interim dividend on the Preference 
Stock had been stopped, and the Ordinary 
might go altogether. 

The value of the Ordinary Stock had 
shrunk from nearly eight millions to about 
one million, and this in the case of a stock 
that formerly paid 53 per cent.

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MEATH HOUNDS. 


SECOND BLANK DAY IN 
FIFTY YEARS. 
ATURDAY, Brittas.—Probably owing to 
S the severe storm on Friday night, 
hounds never found a fox all day. They 
drew Brittas Wood, Cruiestown, Robertstdwn, 
Scrubogue, Rathmanoe and Farran Alcock all 
blank. This has been the second blank day 
with those hounds in the last fifty years. 

Meetinz at Rahinston on Monday, the gorse 
covert, plantation and garden wood were 
blank. There were several foxes in the bog 
wood, and after a long delay hounds hunted 
one over’ the road into the laurels at Agher 
gate lodge to ground. A lame fox found in 
Rathmolyn ran along the hills, and, turning 
left-handed over the Rathmolyn road, was 
killed at the back of the village. There was 
a brace in Moneymore, and hounds went 
away with one on the Newhaggard side. This 
fox ran a right-handed circle back to the 
covert, but went. away again on the other 
side over Castletown to Trammont House, 
where he got to ground. Hounds found a 
brace in Tobertynan, but they both got to 
ground at once. <A fox found in the Bog of 
Kill went away on the Rahinston side and 
ran on by Kill School. He turned to the 
left here into Tobertynan, right through, and 
on by the gate lodge. and over the road and 
on into the Bog of Kill, where hounds were 
stopped at dark. 

Yesterday at Flat House there was a very 
large field out. Hounds found in Warings- 
town, and went away on the Dunboyne side. 
The fox turned to the left over the Flat House 
road, and ran on by R-«thregan, over the 
main Dublin road and on by = Fairyhouse, 
past the stands and on to the commons, 
where he got to ground after a very fast 
fifty-five minutes, hounds having much the 
best of it. They found next in Roanstown. 
This fox went away by the river, and turn- 
ing to the left ran over Vessington, on by 
Cookstown and on to Batterstown; on by the 
Rectory then and over the Ballymaglasson 
road and on to Portain, where he ran hounds 
out of scent after a good thirty-five minutes. 
Found mext in Dolly's Grove, but after going 
a couple of fields hounds divided. Hv7'f the

HROUGH the efforts of the newly-con- 
+t stituted Society known as the Friends 
of the National Libraries, £1.000 has 
Leen raised towards the £1,500 to 
secure for the British Museum manuscripts of 
remarkable interest relating to Shakespea 
Goldsmith, and Dr. Johnson among others. 
The collection in which they are comprised 
was made by Thomas Percy, Bishop of 
Dromore, editor of the “Percy Reliques,” 
and the intimate friend and chosen biographer 
ot Goldsmith. i 
The documents in guestion, hitherto un- 
published, afford an authentic record of Gold- 
smith's ancestry, and throw a new light on 
bis personal estimate of his own works. 


OF SPANISH DESCENT. 


A memorandum dated 28th April, 1773, is 
endorsed “ Memoirs of Dr. Oliver Goldsmith, 
chiefly from his own mouth,” taken by Bishop 
Percy from the poets dictation, shortly after 
the successful production of “ She Stoops to 
Conquer.” | 

From this it appears that Goldsmith was 
descended from a Spanish family of the name. 
of Romeira, who came over in the time of 
Philip and. Mary. From a marriage with a 
Miss Goldsmith, with whose family General 
Wolfe claimed a connection, the descendants 
took their name.

COMEDY WRITTEN AT A FARM. 


Included in the collection is a portion of 
the manuscript of *‘ Animated Nature,” which 
dealt principally with bird ife. This work. 
and his comedy, ‘‘ She Stoops to Conquer,” 
were written during 1771-4 at a farm near 
Hyde, on the Edgewara road, to which he 
retreated to avoid the gaieties of London, 
which made so strong an appeal to him. 

‘Animated Nature” filled a thousand 
pages folio, was completed in June, 1772, 
and posthumously published. . 

A letter to Bennet Layton dated September 
7, 1771, is fall of allusions to Dr. Johnson, 
Reynolds, Burke, Topham Beauclerk, and 
others of his circle. 

“Since I had the pleasure of seeing you 
last I have been almost wholly in the country 
at a farm house, trying to write a comedy. 
It is now finished, but when or how it will 
be acted, or whether it will be acted at all, 
are questions I cannot resolve. ... Johnson 
has been down upon a visit to a country 
parson, and is returned to his old haunts at 
Mrs. Thrale’s. Every soul is visiting about 
and merry but myself; and that is hard, too, 
as I have been trying these three months to 
do something to make people laugh. . . 

“The Natural History is about half-finished, 
and I will shortly finish the rest. God knows 
I am tired of this kind of life, which is but 
bungling work, and that not so much my 
fault as the fault of my scurvy circum- 
stances.” i 


“THE DESERTED VILLAGE.”’ 


In a letter to his brother, the Rev. Henry 
Goldsmith, for whom he cared more than 
any man on earth, he gives some biographical 
information about the family, and advises 
him on the education of his son. The chief 
interest of this letter is his rough outline of 
the design for the ‘ heroicall ” which 
afterwards developed into ‘‘ The Deserted 
Village.” 

He mentions, too, that he has just had 
£20 for a life of Voltaire, which he considers 
ample, as he has only spent four weeks on it. 
He must take some method of conveying it to 
his brother; but doubts whether it will be 
“worth the 4 or 5 shillings postage.”’ To 
this and all his other hack work he had 
brought his own charm and grace, but his 
heart was given to roetry, and he casts a 
longing, loving glance to the art in which he 
was a master. 

““ Poetry is a much easier and more agree- 
able species of composition than prose, and 
could a man live by it, it were no unpleasant 
employment to be a poet.”

£284,269 and no assets. Dixon stated that 
he had been engaged in the cotton trade all 
his life, and had held positions <s general 
manager of two mills. 

Between 1915 and 1923 he was concerned, 
with others, in the refloatation of twenty-four 
cotton mill companies. He acquired shares, 
and when calls began to be made in 1927 
he was able to meet them. He did not try 
to realise on his shares, because, had he done 
so, there would have been a tremendous 
slump throughout the whole of Lancashire. 
He had met calls to the extent of £100,000 
out of his cash and securities, and during 
the last twelve months his liabilities had been 
increased by £100,000 through calls on cotton 
shares, most of them pertaining to mills of 
which he was formerly chairman.
